North cannot ralse spades. A raise 
to only two spndes is an underbid, 
white a rafue to three spades slight- 
ly overstates the strength and 
sarlously overstates the length of 
North's spades. It is most undes'r- 
able to give your partner o double 
ralse with only three trumps. 

North cannot rebid in no-trump. 
A bid of-one notrump would be 
an underbld, while a jump to two 
no-trump {8 unsound because of 
the weak‘ doubloton in hearts. Any 
jump bid in no-trump_ = should 
Kuarantee- a stopper in cach of the 
anbld sults. 

North cennot rebld the diamonds.
